His family is one of those 
who have made it part of 
their Boxing Day tradition. 

“My brothers have all done 
it with me and so have all of 
my daughters. The Penguin 
dip becomes a father and 
son or mother or daughter 

Or, the dip can simply be 
just a way to kick off another 
New Year and say goodbye 
to the old one, he says. “Most 
people do it because at 
Christmas time there is a lot 
of eating and drinking and 
going for a dip is a good way 
to finish the season.” 

For anyone who has never 
watched, the brave partici¬ 
pants will rush into the water 
and run out three times. 
Each time, the dippers enter 
the water for just a few min¬ 
utes before they are 
given a short time 

up.” Then it’s back 
out into the icy 
water for another 
quick dip—the 


quickly, with the participants 
wet for about half an hour. 

To qualify as an official 
Penguin, dippers must enter 
the water three times for 
three years. 

The Penguin says he 
expects to see more people 
out on Boxing Day because of 
the weather—although it 
won’t seem any warmer to 
the dippers. 

“Usually there are any 
where from 30 to 50 people. It 
just all depends on the year 
and how the weather is. 
People think the warmer 
weather will make a differ¬ 
ence, but cold is cold and the 
water won’t be any different 
from previous years,” he 

“Each time you run into 
the water it becomes progres- 

The pain is something that 


Bjorgan says he has become 
accustomed to after years of 
experience, although last 
year “it was ridiculous,” he 

“We had to move to Lions 
Beach because it was impos¬ 
sible to get in and out of the 
water where we normally do 
it. And we only ran into the 
water once for safety rea- 

Although some people 
might consider him crazy, he 
says it is the challenge that 
keeps him coming back for 
more, year after year. 

And after he takes the 
plunge, Bjorgan says he will 
celebrate another successful 
dip with his friends. 

“Maybe we’ll gather some 
people and go for suicide 
wings afterward to warm up,” 
he laughs. 

And for anyone who is 


thinking about participating 
this year, there are a few 
things to remember. 

“My advice to anyone 
coming—wear as little as 
possible because the more 
clothing you have on you, the 
more the cold water hangs on 

It’s also helpful to have on 
dark clothing and a good pair 
of shoes on because swim¬ 
mers will be running over 
gravel and rocks. 

The Penguin says it’s 
important to stay safe and he 
asks that everyone save cele¬ 
brating with alcoholic bever¬ 
ages for after the event. 

"Bring your courage and 
stay sober.” 

The Penguin Dip will begin 
at 1 p.m. at Balls Beach, but 
swimmers are asked to 
arrived at 12:30 p.m. so the 
dip can begin on time.

Public transit 

should 

complement

With regard to the 
recent letters pertaining to 
this subject: I was espe¬ 
cially interested in the 
comments of Neil 
Middleton (Niagara 
Advance, Dec. 8) a driver 
on the current subsidized 
taxi service so one who is 
well placed to comment. 


though obviously from a 
subjective point of view. 

Mr. Middleton refers to 
the expenditure on items 
that the taxpayer aged "50 
to 90" will not use. 

I'm 44:1 pay taxes, and 
do/will continue to, use the 
services he mentions 
(hopefully), to a ripe and 
active old age. 

The current system of 
"transit" (my quotations), 
is basically WheelTrans or 
Dial-A-Ride by any other 
name. It is not a transit 
system by any definition. 
It serves by appointment 
only a tiny fraction of the 
population. 

It is important. It is well 
run. It is a vital service to 
seniors, the disabled and 
students. 


It is not open to me, yet 
I would like to be able to 
connect with a bus to Virgil 
or better still St. 
Catharines. 

I regularly go to 
Toronto: at the moment I 
drive to Burlington and 
take the GO train. 

If I could take a bus to 
St. Catharines to connect 
with GO service there I 
would do so willingly. A 
regular transit link would 
actually see me leave my 
car at home for all manner 
of errands and journeys 
from business, doctors 
appointments, shopping, 
leisure trips ... the list is 
long. 

I have lived in NOTL 
for five years, moving here 
from the UK via the US 


and Greece. 

I come from a small 
community in the north¬ 
west of England: my moth¬ 
er who has never driven 
can take a bus to either of 
the closest market towns 
and from there connect to 
larger cities if she wishes. 
In Greece, I lived in a tiny 
(5000 population) village 
with four buses a day to 
the nearest large town. 

WheelTrans services 
such as those Mr. 
Middleton works for a 
vital service: they should 
continue, but alongside an 
integrated transit system 
that works for all of the 
residents of this area. 
There would be economic 
and social benefits to the 
wider community . . . not 


just the immediate town. 

Two examples spring to 

1 ) I have two senior 
friends who have moved 
out of NOTL to St. 
Catharines because they 
no longer feel they can 
manage (even with the 
present subsidized ser¬ 
vice), to live here. They 
wanted transit for inde¬ 
pendence and to allow 
other friends to visit them 
without having to drive.

I had two friends from

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Volunteer snow removal program an asset to members of community

Eve Wylie has been tak¬ 
ing advantage of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake's volunteer 
snow removal program for 
fours years. 

And Wylie is thankful the 
service is available. 

"If I had to clear it myself 
I would not be feeling too 
well after." 

The senior says knowing 
she cay rely on the kindness 
of volunteers has helped to 
give her peace of mind. 

"I'm no spring chicken. 
I'm almost 73 years old and 
shovelling a driveway is very 
hard for me to do." 


Wylie says the same vol¬ 
unteer has been shovelling 
her Garrison Village drive¬ 
way for the past three years, 
but this year there aren't any 
volunteers available in her 
neighbourhood. She has 
been signed up since the 
beginning of November in 
anticipation of the first snow 
fall. But, with no registered 
volunteers nearby, Wylie 
says she would like everyone 
to understand how impor¬ 
tant this service is to the 
people who use it. 

The weather outside cer¬ 
tainly isn’t frightful —in fact 
it's been unusually warm 
—but that doesn’t mean 
winter isn’t on its way. 


And, as Ewald Kuczera, 
director of public works, the 
department that organizes 
the volunteer program, says, 
the weather could change 
over night. 

Since 2007, the Town has 
put together a group of kind- 
hearted people to partici¬ 
pate in the volunteer snow 
removal program. 

Each year, the volunteers 
are called out to help remove 
snow from sidewalks and 
driveways for seniors or 
people who have medical 
problems or disabilities that 
make it difficult for them to 
do the hard labour them- 

Currentiy, there are six 


volunteers who have signed 
up so far and four people 
who have requested help 
with snow removal. 

"We’ve had a late start 
—we haven’t had a lot of 
interest yet because of the 
warm weather. In previous 
years, we started receiving 
requests for service in the 
beginning of November. I 
expect things will come 
around quickly.” 

Volunteers are matched 
with people who live in then- 
own neighbourhoods, says 
Kuczera. 

“We try to match volun¬ 
teers with people who live 
nearby. For example, we 
would try to match a volun¬ 


teer who lives in St. Davids 
with someone who lives 
nearby so there is less out- 
of-pocket expense for volun- 

Materials such as shovels 
and snow blowers are either 
provided by the volunteers 
or homeowners and the 
most it costs is just an hour 
or two of time. 

Kuczera says volunteer¬ 
ing is a perfect way to get to 
know people in the commu¬ 
nity and an excellent oppor¬ 
tunity for high school stu¬ 
dents to complete the 
required volunteer hours to 
graduate. 

The Town has reached 
out to students attending 


high schools in St. Catharines 
and Niagara Falls, and to 
students attending Niagara 
College to help up with the 
program. 

“We will accept volun¬ 
teers right through the entire 
winter. We will welcome 
anyone who wants to volun¬ 
teer with open arms.” 

NOTL is a community of 
people who are always will¬ 
ing to help, says Kuczera. 

“Sometimes we don’t 
know how to help other peo¬ 
ple and volunteering for the 
snow removal program is 
just one way to do that.”

New Year’s Day in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake is 
always cause for a party, 
but this year the Lieutenant 
Governor of Ontario, David 
Onley, will be the host.

All guests will be wel¬ 
come to tour the buildings 
within the fort and there 
will be performances by the 
Fort George Fife & Drum 

There will also be infor¬ 
mation available about 
upcoming bicentennial cel¬ 
ebration events. 

“This event will be a 
great advertisement for the 
bicentennial, and we'll be 
making the most of it. It’s 


an opportunity for us to 
spread the word.” 

Onley will officially wel¬ 
come in 2012 at 3 p.m„ 
before giving the command 
for a cannon salute at 3:00 
p.m.

The origins of a levee 
can be traced back to the 
18th century during the 
reign of King Louis XIV. 


The tradition was 
brought to Canada by the 
Royal Governor of New 
France; who would sit on 
his doorstep at his Quebec 
residence on New Year’s 
Day morning to greet the 
citizens and usher in the 
New Year.

“I was shocked. It was a 
thrill, to say the least. I 
never expected to receive 
this kind of award at this 
stage of my life.
